Collection Orientation for DDO Officers, 
15 - 19 November 1976 


1. This five-day orientation was conducted in 
Room 1A1 3 Headquarters from 15 - 19 November 1976. There 
were 27 participants (24 from DDO and 3 from the DDS$T) in 
attendance. 

2. The evaluations reflect that the course objectives 
were met and that the participants gained a better under- 
standing of the overall requirements and interests of the 
DDS$T. Many of the students verbally indicated that this 
course afforded an opportunity for the DDO and DDS^T to come 
face to face with peers and exchange ideas or their needs 
and problems and, in some instances, arrive at solutions. 

There was some criticism on the heavy use of vu-graphs. 

About 80 percent of the speakers utilized this form of 
training, however, in presenting technical subjects to 
nontechnical individuals it is a good mechanism. I would 
recommend in the future that precourse reading be incorporated 
in the form of a glossary of terminology and some basic 
introductory reading materials on OSI and OWI subjects. 

3. Due to the organizational transfer of OSI and OWI 
to the DDI , there were some changes in speakers, but this 
did not detract from the course objectives. The majority of 
speakers were effective, with the exception of the presentation 
on "Technology Transfer." It is an important area, but a 

dry one, and the speaker did nothing to enliven it.
